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Obama heads for Asia with 
an eye towards Middle East

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — After years of red-eye 
flights across the Pacific and marathon summits, Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama had hoped to arrive in this South¬ 
east Asian capital and tout progress in his seven-year 
charm offensive in Asia: His campaign to move away 
from the cycle of crisis in the Middle East and toward 
the rising region was finally yielding results. 

Instead, the president was due to land Philippines 
Tuesday amid a fresh crisis — a reminder of the trouble 
that has dogged his “Asia rebalance" from its incep¬ 
tion. 

The terrorist attacks in Paris and talk of reprisals for 
the Islamic State quickly threatened to overshadow 
Obama’s good-news tour to the Philippines and Ma¬ 
laysia this week. While Obama was ready to talk up 
his freshly inked trade deal and military cooperation 
in Asia, the rest of the world was looking for leadership 
on the Islamic State’s relentless terror spree. 

It was hardly the first time the Middle East has kept 
Obama from making the pivot his administration once 
imagined would be central to his foreign policy leg¬ 
acy. Instead of ending under Obama's watch, old 
conflicts in the Middle East have morphed into new, 
equally intense ones. Instead of gradually moving to 
center stage, Obama’ agenda in Asia has had to 
compete for time and attention. 

The White House was determined this week to show 
it would keep a steady focus — despite the tragedy 
that consumed European allies. Obama left Washing¬ 
ton as scheduled just hours after the night of violence 
in Paris left 129 people dead and hundreds more in¬ 
jured. He has not changed his plans for the nine-day 
trip that began Sunday at the Group of 20 summit in 
Antalya, Turkey. 

Still, at a press conference before he departed Manila 
Obama was asked only about his strategy for coun¬ 
tering Islamic terrorism. 

“This is another variation on the same question,” he 
said, exasperated by the repetition. “Let me try it one 
last time.” 

At back-to-back summits in Manila and Kuala Lumpur, 
Obama was expected to highlight recent evidence 
of long-sought progress in Asia. 

Recent elections in Myanmar, where activist Aung 
San Suu Kyi’s opposition party won overwhelming vic¬ 
tory, were a boost for Obama’s foreign policy team, 
which has been deeply involved in guiding the shift 
away from military control. 

On Tuesday, Obama was slated to tour the BRP Gre¬ 
gorio del Pilar, a Philippine Navy frigate once owned 
by the U.S. and now considered one of the most ad¬ 
vanced in Southeast Asia. The visit was staged to call 
attention to a defense cooperation agreement ce¬ 
mented last year that gives the U.S. new access to 
some Philippine military bases. The compact is part 
of a broader effort to strengthen U.S. presence — 
and counterChina — in the disputed waters of the 
South China Sea. 

The most notable accomplishment on Obama's list 
is the completion of the Trans-Pacific Partnership, the 
massive free trade agreement at the heart of the ad¬ 
ministration’s Asia policy. 

Obama will meet with leaders of the other 11 member 
countries in Manila on Wednesday to mark the mile¬ 
stone — although the celebration will be somewhat 
muted. The U.S. and other countries must still over¬ 
come considerable political opposition to win final 
ratification. □

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Republican lawmakers may try to block Syrian refugee plan

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
publican lawmakers said 
on Monday they will try 
to use must-pass govern¬ 
ment spending legislation 
to block President Barack 
Obama’s plans to increase 
the flow of Syrian refugees 
into theU.S. 

Several said the nation’s 
refugee program should 
be suspended entirely fol¬ 
lowing the deadly terror 
attacks Friday in Paris, in 


which one perpetrator is 
believed to have been a 
Syrian refugee. 

The White House earlier 
this year announced plans 
to accept an additional 
10,000 refugees from Syria, 
and administration officials 
said that would continue 
despite the events in Paris. 
Congress is facing a Dec. 
11 deadline to approve a 
package of annual spend¬ 
ing bills to keep the govern¬ 
ment running. Republican 
Sen. Jeff Sessions of Ala¬ 


bama was among those 
suggesting Monday that 
the legislation should in¬ 
clude provisions requiring 
congressional approval 
of increasing the number 
of refugees and funding, 
which could otherwise 
happen without Congress' 
approval. 

“The barbaric attacks in 
Paris — an assault on civi¬ 
lization itself — add im¬ 
mense new urgency," Ses¬ 
sions said in a letter to the 
leaders of the Senate Ap¬ 


propriations Committee. 
Absent congressional ac¬ 
tion, “The United States 
will begin resettling tens of 
thousands of poorly vet¬ 
ted Syrian refugees who will 
eventually be able to bring 
in their relatives,” Sessions 
wrote. 

A number of House Repub¬ 
licans issued similar calls, 
including Budget Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Tom Price of 
Georgia, who said the U.S. 
“must suspend our refugee 
program until certainty is 


brought to the vetting pro¬ 
cess.” 

With the federal funding 
deadline less than a month 
away, adding any conten¬ 
tious policy fight to the bill 
raises the prospect of a 
parfial government shut¬ 
down. 

But new House Speaker 
Paul Ryan of Wisconsin did 
not rule out such an ap¬ 
proach in an interview on 
Monday with conservative 
talk host Bill Bennett.Q 


Carson: Congress should stop funding refugee resettlement

— Republican presidential 
candidate Ben Carson is

vilian fleeing war. 

In a letter to House Speaker 
Paul Ryan, Carson urged 
congressional Republi¬ 
cans to “extinguish” Syr¬ 
ian resettlement programs, 
saying the United States 
“cannot, should not and 
must not accept any Syr¬ 
ian refugees.” Carson joins 
other Republican presiden¬ 
tial candidates expressing 
caution or outright opposi¬ 
tion to resettling Syrian refu¬ 
gees in the U.S. 

Elsewhere across the politi¬ 
cal landscape, at least 10 
governors, including those 
in Michigan and Alabama, 


have taken action to block 
resettlements or said they 
are exploring their legal op¬ 
tions. Members of fhe Re- 
publican-controlled Con¬ 
gress said on Monday they 
will try to use must-pass 


government spending leg¬ 
islation to block President 
Barack Obama’s plans to 
increase the flow of Syrian 
refugees into the U.S. 
Obama earlier this year an¬ 
nounced plans to accept

as many as 10,000 Syrian 
refugees fhis fiscal year, up 
from 2,000 in fiscal 2015. The 
Stafe Department man¬ 
ages refugee resettlement 
with the aid of private orga¬ 
nizations like Catholic Char¬ 


ities. Carson suggested no 
such practical solution ex¬ 
ists where Syrian migrants 
are concerned. “This is a 
relatively unique situation 
for our country,” he said. 
The nations of Europe, 
meanwhile, are dealing 
with hundreds of thousands 
of Syrian refugees, dwarf¬ 
ing the number being de¬ 
bated by American poli¬ 
ticians. Carson, a retired 
neurosurgeon who is near 
the top of many Repub¬ 
lican presidential prefer¬ 
ence polls, joins Texas Sen. 
Ted Cruz, former Arkansas 
Gov. Mike Huckabee and 
Florida Sen. Marco Rubio 
as candidates who have 
called for closing American 
borders to Syrians. 

Former Florida Gov. Jeb 
Bush suggested over the 
weekend that the United 
States restrict admission 
only to Syrian Christians. 
Louisiana Gov. Bobby 
Jindal on Monday issued 
an executive order intend¬ 
ed to block Syrian refugees 
from being resettled in his 
state .□ 


Premier wants Canada PM to halt resettling 25,000 refugees

TORONTO (AP) — A Ca¬ 
nadian provincial leader 
called on Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau to suspend 
his plan to bring in 25,000 
Syrian refugees by the end 
of the year, citing security 
concerns in the wake of 
the Paris attacks. But Can¬ 
ada’s health minister sig¬ 
naled Monday the Liberal 
government remains com¬ 
mitted to the goal. 

Trudeau, who was elected 


last month, campaigned 
on a plan to resettle 25,000 
Syrian refugees by Jan. 1. 
Brad Wall, the Conservative 
premier of Saskatchewan 
province, sent a letter to 
Trudeau on Monday saying 
the current “date-driven” 
plan should be scrapped. 
Wall argued that a rushed 
refugee resettlement could 
have devastating results 
and said there needs to be 
appropriate screening and 
security checks. 

“Let's take as many as we 


can but let's do it in a safe 
way,” Wall said. “We’re 
driving toward a date, 45 
days from now, 25,000 ref¬ 
ugees and I don't think it 
should be driven by a date¬ 
line and a quota.” 

Trudeau, who was in Turkey 
on Monday for the Group 
of 20 summit, has given no 
indication that he will alter 
his refugee plan. His health 
minister, Jane Philpott, said 
the government is being 
mindful of health and secu¬ 
rity concerns while working 


to address the urgent refu¬ 
gee crisis. “So while Paris 
is a tragic situation ... we 
have always known there 
are risks involved in this but 
we have always said we 
will be responsible and we 
will be address those risks in 
a responsible way,” Philpott 
said. Several U.S. governors 
are threatening to halt ef¬ 
forts to allow Syrian refu¬ 
gees into their states in the 
aftermath of the attacks, 
responding to heightened 
concerns that terrorists 


might use the refugees as 
cover to sneak across bor¬ 
ders. 

Canadian Public Safety 
Minister Ralph Goodale, 
speaking last week before 
the Paris attacks, indicated 
that security screenings for 
Syrian refugees could take 
place both overseas and 
on Canadian soil. 

The government also has 
to determine where it will 
conduct health screenings; 
Philpott would not provide 
specifics Monday.Q 
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Clinton campaign defends Democrat’s ties to Wall Street

WASHINGTON (AP) — 2016 
Democratic front-runner 
Hillary Rodham Clinton de¬ 
fended her long-running 
ties to the nation's finance 
industry Monday, bringing 
out allies to argue that she 
would take a tough ap¬ 
proach to regulating the 
industry despite receiving 
tens of millions in personal 
and campaign cash from 
Wall Street during her ca¬ 
reer. 

Former Rep. Barney Frank, 
a driving force behind the 
2010 financial overhaul law 
that bears his name, said it 
was wrong to suggest that 
lawmakers who pushed 
for the reforms were influ¬ 
enced by campaign do¬ 
nations from the financial 
services industry. 

Frank said the bill was ap¬ 
proved over the strenuous 
objections of Wall Street 
lobbyists and signed by 
President Barack Obama, 
whose 2008 campaign re¬ 
ceived large contributions 
from the industry. 

“It’s truly stupid, because if 
you look at the way things 
have worked, if you look at 
what Obama got in 2008 
and what we then did, if 
you look at those of us who 
pushed through a bill over 
the greater objection of the 
financial industry, there's 
no argument there," said 
Frank, who was joined on a 
conference call set up by 
the Clinton campaign by 
Gary Gensler, the former 
chairman of the Commod¬ 
ity Futures Trading Com¬ 
mission and now a Clinton 
campaign adviser. 

The issue of Clinton’s ties 
to Wall Street are getting a 
fresh look after last week¬ 
end's Democratic presi¬ 
dential debate. The former 
New York senator invoked 
the 9/11 attacks during the 
event to defend herself 


against suggestions by her 
main rival, Vermont Sen. 
Bernie Sanders, that she is 
too cozy with Wall Street. 
“We were attacked in 
downtown Manhattan 
where Wall Street is. I did 
spend a whole lot of time 
and effort helping them 
rebuild. That was good for 
New York. It was good for 
the economy and it was a 
way to rebuke the terror¬ 
ists who had attacked our 
country,” she said. 

Clinton’s opponents in both 
parties jumped on that 
comment, which provoked 
immediate blowback on 
social media and a rebuke 
from The New York Times 
editorial board. Clinton 
spokesman Brian Fallon 
said Monday it was “outra¬ 
geous” to suggest she was 
trying to politicize the 9/11 
attacks and people were 
trying to “make political 
mischief” with her remarks. 
Clinton has received far 
more in contributions from 
the financial industry than 
Sanders, whose campaign 
has been fueled mostly by 
small donations from across 
the country. Clinton's cam¬ 
paign has raised about $7.3 
million from the finance 
and insurance industry, 
according to Crowdpac. 
com, a nonpartisan politi¬ 
cal research company. 

The industry also supported 
her husband, former Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton, during his 
two White House cam¬ 
paigns and backed her 
campaigns to serve New 
York in the Senate. 

But the campaigns of two 
of Clinton’s would-be Re¬ 
publican challengers are 
taking in far more from Wall 
Street than her 2016 cam¬ 
paign. Texas Sen. Ted Cruz 
has raised $22 million and 
former Florida Gov. Jeb 
Bush $21 million from do¬ 
nors working in the finance 
and insurance industry, ac¬ 
cording to CrowdpacO

(AP) — A Secret Service of¬ 
ficer charged with trying to 
solicit a 14-year-old girl for 
sex made an initial appear¬ 
ance Monday in federal 
court, where he was told 
he could face 10 years in 
prison if convicted of trying 
to transfer obscene mate¬ 
rial to a minor. 

The hearing was held just 
hours after Lee Robert 
Moore, 37, was released 
from a Delaware state pris¬ 
on into the custody of U.S. 
Marshals. 

Moore appeared in court 
wearing blue jeans, sneak¬ 
ers and a long-sleeve shirt 
commemorating the 2001 
Army-Navy football game. 
He nodded and smiled at 
his parents and wife, who 
was holding the couple’s 
infant son, as they walked 
into the courtroom. The 
judge later agreed to de¬ 
lay the hearing for about 
15 minutes while Moore’s 
wife tended to the baby. 
Magistrate Judge Sherry 
Fallon agreed to appoint 
a federal public defender 
to represent Moore, based 
on a financial affidavit he 
submitted to the court. 


“I’m satisfied that you 
qualify for court-appointed 
counsel," Fallon told Moore, 
who posted $105,000 se¬ 
cured bond last week on 
separate state charges of 


sexual solicitation of a child 
under 18 and providing ob¬ 
scene material to a minor. 
A bail agent said last week 
that a third party paid 
the $10,500 that allowed 


Moore to be released on 
bond in state court. Court 
records also show that 
Moore and his wife were 
the subjects of debt collec¬ 
tion actions in Maryland in 
2006 and again in 2008. 
Fallon scheduled a pre¬ 
liminary hearing for Thurs¬ 
day, at which time she will 
consider a motion by fed¬ 
eral prosecutors to detain 
Moore pending trial. 
Moore’s public defenders 
declined to comment on 
the case. 

Moore surrendered to au¬ 
thorities in Maryland on 
Nov. 9 after being caught 
in an undercover online sex 
sting by Delaware State Po¬ 
lice. 

His arrest brings new scru¬ 
tiny to a federal agency al¬ 
ready reeling from a series 
of scandals stretching back 
to 2012, when more than a 
dozen agents and officers 
were implicated in hiring 
prostitutes during a South 
American presidential trip. 
Since then, multiple agents 
and officers have been 
accused of wrongdoing. 
Former agency director Ju¬ 
lia Pierson was ousted last 
year after the disclosure 
of two security breaches, 
including an incident in 


which a man armed with 
a knife was able to scale a 
White House fence and run 
deep into the executive 
mansion. 

According to a federal 
complaint unsealed last 
week, Moore often en¬ 
gaged in online chats while 
on duty at the White House, 
once asking an undercov¬ 
er officer who he thought 
was a 14-year-old girl to 
send him something “excit¬ 
ing” on a day when he was 
checking IDs for a building 
entrance and complained 
that “work sucks today.” 
The Secret Service issued a 
statement saying Moore’s 
security clearance was sus¬ 
pended Nov. 6, the same 
day the matter was report¬ 
ed to its Office of Profes¬ 
sional Responsibility. 
Delaware State Police De¬ 
tective Kevin McKay said 
in an affidavit that Moore 
connected with him using 
two social media applica¬ 
tions while McKay was pos¬ 
ing online as a 14-year-old 
girl. 

“He stated he wanted to 
travel to Delaware and 
meet in person for sex. 
Moore made it clear that 
he knew I was a 14 yr old 
girl,” McKay wrote.Q 


Trump says he would consider closing certain mosques

NEWARK, N.J. (AP) — Re¬ 
publican presidential can¬ 
didate Donald Trump says 
he would consider clos¬ 
ing U.S. mosques with radi¬ 
cal leadership because of 
the Paris attacks if he were 
elected president. 

“I would hate to do it, but 
it’s something that you’re 
going to have to strongly 
consider," Trump told MS¬ 
NBC in a telephone phone 
interview Monday. 

Trump and his rivals have 
been working to articulate 


how they would respond to 
last week's attacks, which 
killed 129 people and left 
hundreds wounded. 

Trump, who has been push¬ 
ing for a more aggressive 
response, also said Ameri¬ 
cans must reassess some 
of their civil liberties in re¬ 
sponse to growing threats 
from the Islamic State 
group. 

“We have to be much 
tougher,” he said in anoth¬ 
er interview on CNBC. “We 
are going to have to give 
up certain privileges that 
we’ve always had." 


“Surveillance took a big 
turn over the last 48 hours," 
he added. “Forty-eight 
hours ago everybody was 
saying, ‘Well we want our 
freedoms, we don’t want 
this to happen.' And now, 
all of sudden, people are 
saying, ‘Hey listen, you can 
listen to my phone conver¬ 
sations.’” 

That surveillance, he ar¬ 
gued, should include intel¬ 
ligence-gathering in and 
around mosques. 

“Well you're going to have 
to watch and study the 
mosques because a lot 


of talk is going on at the 
mosques,” said Trump, who 
complained that New York 
City, where he lives, has 
ramped down its efforts to 
infiltrate places of Muslim 
worship. 

Trump appeared to be 
referring to the New York 
Police Department’s De¬ 
mographics Unit, which The 
Associated Press reported 
in 2011 was spying on Mus¬ 
lims and mosques around 
the city with help from the 
CIA. The group assembled 
databases on where Mus¬ 
lims lived, shopped, worked 


and prayed, infiltrated Mus¬ 
lim student groups, put in¬ 
formants in mosques and 
monitored sermons. 

The NYPD, under Mayor Bill 
de Blasio, announced it 
had abandoned the pro¬ 
gram in April of last year fol¬ 
lowing lawsuits and com¬ 
plaints. 

Trump told a weekend ral¬ 
ly that things would have 
turned out differently in 
Paris had the victims of the 
attacks been armed with 
guns. He repeated that as¬ 
sertion in the CNBC phone 
interview. □ 
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US adds foreign students, but few Americans study abroad

BOSTON (AP) — The num¬ 
ber of international stu¬ 
dents studying at U.S. col¬ 
leges increased by 10 per¬ 
cent last year, marking the 
largest single-year gain in 
35 years, according to new 
federal data. Meanwhile, 
the number of Americans 
studying abroad grew by 
only 5 percent, falling short 
of expectations. 

The findings were released 
Monday from an annual 
study by the nonprofit In¬ 
stitute of International Edu¬ 
cation and the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of State. 

Of almost 1 million students 
that came to the U.S. in 
the 2014-15 school year, 
about a third came from 
China, the most from any 
country. But much of last 
year’s growth is credited 
to a surge in the number of 
students who came from 
India, drawn by strong re¬ 
search programs, experts 
say. 

In all, the number of Indian 
students in the U.S. grew by 
30 percent to more than 
130,000, the biggest jump 
since the nonprofit started 
collecting data in 1954. 
“That increase has been 
primarily at the graduate 
level, and we know that 
Indian students have al¬ 
ways been very attracted 
to the availability of excel¬ 
lent science and research 
facilities on U.S. campus¬ 
es,” said Rajika Bhandari, 
the nonprofit's deputy vice 
president for research and 
evaluation. 

Numbers coming from Bra¬ 
zil spiked, too, from 13,000 
to 23,000, but Brazilians still 
made up only 2 percent 
of international students in 
the U.S. 

For the second consecu¬ 
tive year. New York Univer¬ 
sity hosted the largest num¬ 
ber of international stu¬ 
dents, at more than 13,000. 


It’s followed by the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California, 
Columbia University and 
Arizona State University, 
which each hosted more 
than 11,000 international 
students last year. 

At the University of South¬ 
ern California, the number 
of Indian students has gone 
from 1,300 to more than 
2,000 since 2012. At other 
schools like Harvard Univer¬ 
sity and the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, 
populations of Indian stu¬ 
dents have increased over 
time but held steady in re¬ 
cent years. 

The Institute of Interna¬ 
tional Education reported 
that international students 
contributed $30 billion to 
the U.S. economy last year. 
The U.S. remains the top 
destination for international 
students, but relatively few 
Americans study abroad. 
About 300,000 U.S. students 
left the country to study in 
the 2013-14 school year, 
the most recent year for 
which figures for Americans 
are available, a number 
that has risen steadily but 
still accounts for less than 
2 percent of all U.S. under¬ 
graduate students. 

“This rate of growth is not 
good enough,” Bhandari 
said. “We really do need 
to double or even triple this 
rate of growth.” 

To boost those numbers, 
the U.S. Department of 
State said it’s opening a 
new study abroad office 
offering information on pro¬ 
grams and scholarships. 
“We are going to be work¬ 
ing very actively on out¬ 
reach to explain the ben¬ 
efits of study abroad and 
encourage more Ameri¬ 
cans to participate,” said 
Marianne Craven, the act¬ 
ing deputy assistant secre¬ 
tary of state for academic 
programs. The office plans 
to launch its website this 
week. Craven said. □

trendiest districts. 

The official cited chat¬ 
ter from IS figures that 
Abaaoud had recom¬ 
mended a concert as an 
ideal target for inflicting 
maximum casualties, as 
well as electronic com¬ 
munications between 
Abaaoud and one of the 
Paris attackers who blew 
himself up. 

The official spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity to discuss 
the sensitive investigation. 
Abaaoud came to pub¬ 
lic attention last year by 
boasting in an IS propa¬ 
ganda video about his 
pride in piling the dead 
bodies of “infidel” enemies 
into a trailer. Anti-terror 
agencies previously linked 
him to a series of abortive 


shooting plots this year in 
Belgium and France, in¬ 
cluding a planned attack 
on a passenger train that 
was thwarted by American 
passengers who overpow¬ 
ered the lone gunman. 
French police have used 
emergency powers to 
conduct 168 searches 
since Sunday night that 
netted 127 arrests and 31 
weapons. 

French Interior Minister 
Bernard Cazeneuve said 
police seized a Kalash¬ 
nikov assault rifle, three 
automatic pistols and a 
bulletproof vest from a sus¬ 
pected arms dealer with 
jihadist sympathies, and a 
rocket launcher and other 
military-grade gear from 
his parents' home. 

But police have yet to an¬ 
nounce the capture of 
anyone suspected of di¬ 
rect involvement in Friday's 
slaughter. Seven attackers 
died — six after detonating 
suicide belts and a seventh 
from police gunfire — but 
Iraqi intelligence officials 
told The Associated Press 
that its sources indicated 
19 participated in the at¬ 
tack and five others pro¬ 
vided hands-on logistical 
support. French police ac¬ 
cidentally permitted the 
suspected driver of one 
group of gunmen, 26-year- 
old Salah Abdeslam, to 
avoid arrest at the border 
Saturday and cross to his 
native Belgium.Q

World leaders vow to step up anti-terror efforts after Paris

ANTALYA, Turkey (AP) — 

World leaders vowed Mon¬ 
day to boost intelligence¬ 
sharing, cut off terrorist 
funding and strengthen 
border security in Europe, 
as they sought to show re¬ 
solve and unity following 
the Islamic State’s deadly 
terror attacks in Paris. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama said the militant 
group was “the face of 
evil” and urged other na¬ 
tions to do more to com¬ 
bat the threat it poses. Still, 
he resisted calls to esca¬ 


late U.S. military action and 
open a large-scale ground 
war, saying he would in¬ 
stead intensify the Amer¬ 
ican-led airstrike cam¬ 
paign, as well as efforts to 
train and equip moderate 
rebels. “We need to be 
doing everything we can 
to protect against attacks 
and protect our citizens," 
Obama said at a news 
conference closing two 
days of talks with leaders 
from the Group of 20 rich 
and developing nations. 
Added German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel: “We 
agreed that the challenge 
can't just be tackled with 


military means, but only a 
multitude of measures.” 
While the summit resulted 
in plenty of tough talk and 
blistering condemnations 
of the Paris attacks, lead¬ 
ers spoke mostly in broad 
strokes of their pledges to 
intensify the anti-lslamic 
State campaign. 

Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin emphasized the 
need to cut off the mili¬ 
tants’ ability to generate 
revenue through oil smug¬ 
gling. And British Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
announced plans to host 
a donor conference early 
next year to raise “sig¬ 


nificant new funding” to 
tackle the flood of refu¬ 
gees spilling out of Syria. 
“None of this is a substitute 
for the next urgent need of 
all: to find a political solu¬ 
tion that brings peace to- 
Syria and enables the mil¬ 
lions of refugees to return 
home," Cameron said. The 
leaders’ meeting came 
against the backdrop of 
heavy French bombard¬ 
ment of the Islamic State’s 
stronghold in Syria. The U.S. 
was expanding its intel¬ 
ligence sharing with the 
French and helping them 
identify targets, according 
to American officials. The 


G-20 meeting in the Turkish 
seaside resort of Antalya 
was planned long before 
the Paris attacks, which left 
at least 129 people dead 
and hundreds wounded. 
But the violence intensified 
the discussions, resulting 
in a flurry of meetings on 
the sidelines of the summit 
about the situation in Syria, 
where the 41/2-year civil war 
has created a vacuum for 
the Islamic State to thrive. 
Leaders are particularly 
concerned that the mili¬ 
tants appear to be increas¬ 
ingly focused on striking 
targets outside their base

Indonesian President Joko 
“Jokowi” Widodo will likely 
stay home to deal with do¬ 
mestic problems, accord¬ 
ing to Philippine officials. 
Founded in 1989 in Can¬ 
berra, Australia, APEC 
aims to demolish barriers 
to trade and investment 
through nonbinding ac¬ 
cords. The unwieldy group¬ 
ing of countries and self- 
governing territories that 
range from liberal democ¬ 
racies to dictatorships ac¬ 
counts for 3 billion people, 
half of global trade and 60 
percent of world GDP. 
Critics say APEC, which has 
focused mainly on eco¬ 
nomic and trade issues, 
has few concrete achieve¬ 
ments because of its non¬ 
binding status. They dub it 
a talk shop and joke the 


acronym means “A Per¬ 
fect Excuse to Chat.” But 
proponents believe those 
qualities are its strengths. 
“That's exactly the beauty 
of APEC, you don't have 
to worry about commit¬ 
ting yourself to anything 
because it’s non-binding,” 
said Philippine Finance 
Secretary Cesar Purisima. 
“It gives leaders the free¬ 
dom to bounce ideas, new 
ideas.” 

Though members tend to

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — 

Even before the Paris at¬ 
tacks, the mood in Central 
Europe was decidedly an¬ 
ti-migrant, with fences go¬ 
ing up on borders, a Syrian 
beaten on a Polish street 
last week and the rhetoric 
sharp across the region. 
Now the bloodshed un¬ 
leashed by Islamic extrem¬ 
ists is deepening fears of 
Muslims and threatening 
to create an atmosphere 
even less welcoming for 
those fleeing war in the 
Middle East. 

On the Slovenian-Austrian 
border over the weekend, 
the armies of both nations 
strip-searched migrants 
on their westward march 
amid heightened secu¬ 
rity, causing large numbers 
to build up at a refugee 
camp. 


The shifting mood could 
threaten European ef¬ 
forts to find unity on the 
migration crisis. A new 
anti-migrant government 
in Poland already is cast¬ 
ing doubt on whether it 
will take all 7,000 refugees 
the previous government 
agreed to accept. 

Poland, Hungary and other 
countries across the region 
— many of them multicul¬ 
tural lands in the past — 
have been largely mono¬ 
ethnic Christian societies 
since the mass killings and 
expulsions of World War 
II, and resistance there 
has been especially stiff 
toward Muslims, who are 
largely seen as threats to 
national identity. Many 
of these nations faced 
threats to their very nation¬ 
hood in the past, with Po¬ 
land wiped off the map in 
the 19th century, Hungary 


losing two-thirds of its terri¬ 
tory after World War I, and 
nations across the region 
subjected to Soviet control 
during the Cold War — all 
factors seen as contribut¬ 
ing to anxieties over na¬ 
tionhood. That one of the 
suicide bombers appears 
to be a Syrian who passed 
through Greece in Octo¬ 
ber is also deepening a be¬ 
lief among many that the 
refugees should be seen as 
potential terrorists. 

“All of Europe should now 
be opposed to the mi¬ 
grants,” said Cristian Albu, 
a legal expert in Romania. 
“We have to prevent what 
happened in Paris hap¬ 
pening elsewhere.” 

Even some of the migrants 
themselves are worried 
about the security gaps 
that have come with the 
largest movement of refu¬ 
gees across European 


borders since World War 
II. Some say they fear that 
the same Islamic State ex¬ 
tremists they are fleeing will 
infiltrate the masses of mi¬ 
grants, carry out more at¬ 
tacks and create greater 
distrust of legitimate asy¬ 
lum-seekers. 

“Europe made a big mis¬ 
take. They should not allow 
all the people," said Emile 
Tarabeh, a customs offi¬ 
cer from Syria at a migrant 
center in Presevo, Serbia, 
who is hoping to reach 
Sweden. “It will be more 
difficult now” for the real 
refugees, he said. 

Joanna Fomina, a migra¬ 
tion expert at the Polish 
Academy of Sciences, said 
expressions of anti-Muslim 
sentiment have exploded 
online since the Paris at¬ 
tacks, with some people 
essentially saying “I told 
you so” or saying Muslims 
should be gassed liked 
Jews during the Holocaust. 
“This attack will increase 
public and political po¬ 
larization over the issue of 
refugees, convincing those 
who are already preju¬ 
diced that their fears are 
well-grounded,” Fomina 
said. “We also can expect 
more Euroskepticism — 
negative attitudes towards 
the EU and migration go 
hand in hand.” 

On Monday, Hungarian 
Prime Minister Viktor Orban, 
who has taken a promi¬ 
nent anti-migrant stance, 
criticized the EU as “adrift." 
“It is weak, uncertain and 
paralyzed," he told the 
Parliament in Budapest. 
“In Brussels they continue 
to say that immigration is 
good, even while we get 
new evidence every day 
that immigration is a bad 
thing.”□ " 


Gunfire, clashes 
with Israeli troops 
kill 2 Palestinians

RAMALLAH, West Bank 
(AP) — Clashes between 
Israeli forces and Palestin¬ 
ian demonstrators erupt¬ 
ed in a West Bank refugee 
camp overnight Monday 
after Israeli forces arrived 
to demolish the home of a 
Palestinian militant, leav¬ 
ing two Palestinians dead. 
It was the latest bloodshed 
in a two-month wave of 
violence between Israelis 
and Palestinians. 

Amid the unrest, Israel re¬ 
cently renewed a policy 
of demolishing homes be¬ 
longing to Palestinians ac¬ 
cused in deadly attacks. 
Israel says the policy de¬ 
ters attacks, but critics say 
the tactic amounts to col¬ 
lective punishment. 

In Monday's violence, the 
Israeli military said troops 
entered the Qalandiya 
refugee camp on the 
outskirts of Jerusalem to 
demolish the home of Mu¬ 
hammad Abu Shaheen, a 
Palestinian who the army 
says fatally shot an Israeli 
motorist in the West Bank 
this summer. Abu Shaheen 
is now in an Israeli prison. 
After the troops arrived, 
hundreds of Palestin¬ 
ians gathered and many 
threw firebombs and 
rocks as the Israeli forces 
demolished the home, 
and troops fired rubber 
bullets, tear gas and stun 
grenades to disperse the 
protesters, the military 
said. 

According to Palestinian 
Health Ministry spokes¬ 
man Mohammed Awaw- 
deh, a 21-year-old and a 
28-year-old were killed in 
a shootout.□ 
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Tricky candidates on ballot vex Venezuela opposition

MARACAY, Venezuela 
(AP) — The ballot for con¬ 
gressional elections is dizzy¬ 
ing enough in this industrial 
state, with more than two 
dozen parties competing 
in a contest that represents 
the stiffest challenge in 16 
years for Venezuela's ruling 
socialist party. 

But most worrisome for in¬ 
cumbent Ismael Garcia, 
a fierce opponent of the 
South American country’s 
deeply-unpopular socialist 
administration, is a 28-year- 
old parking lot attendant 
whose name will appear 
directly beside his on the 
ballot, under a nearly iden¬ 
tical party title and blue 
logo. The younger man is 
also named Ismael Garcia. 
And three weeks ahead 
of the Dec. 6 vote he has 
yet to make a public ap¬ 
pearance or even explain 
his platform. The result has 
been a bizarre campaign 
in which 61-year-old politi¬ 
cal veteran Ismael Garcia 
is mostly focused on help¬ 
ing voters identify him cor¬ 
rectly when they go to the 
polls. Opposition leaders 
say the race in Maracay 
is just the most brazen ex¬ 
ample of a trick the social¬ 
ist party, which has never 
lost a national election, is 
using in its effort to keep 
control of the National As¬ 
sembly despite dismal ap¬ 
proval ratings. With the 
world’s highest inflation, 
second-highest homicide 
rate, and a deepening re¬ 
cession, just 10 percent of 
voters say they are happy 
with how things are going. 
Polling suggests the oppo¬ 
sition could win control of 
the 165-seat congress by a 
landslide. 

“It shows how crazy and 
desperate the govern¬ 
ment has become. They 
have fake candidates pos¬ 
ing as the opposition in al¬ 


most every contest in the 
country,” the older Garcia 
said, canvassing a neigh¬ 
borhood of low-slung cin- 
derblock homes where he 
handed out a mock-up of 
the ballot with a bright red 
arrow pointing to his name. 
Supporters trailed Garcia 
as the congressional cam¬ 
paigned for re-election, 
calling out the opposi¬ 
tion’s slogan for the district, 
which it won by a slim mar¬ 
gin in the last legislative 
elections: “Don’t get con¬ 
fused.” It would be easy 
enough to make a mis¬ 
take. The opposition Gar¬ 
cia's party is called MUD 
Unity, while the name of 
the younger Garcia’s party 
is just two letters different: 
MIN Unity. 

There are fewer than 150 
adults in Venezuela named 
Ismael Garcia, according 
to state records. The young 
Garcia running in Maracay 
happens to work at the 
outdoor parking lot across 
from his rival's office. The 
congressman's staffers 
park their cars among stray 
dogs and rusty pickups 
there every day, but only 
realized this past week that 
their opponent was the 
heavyset young man with 
spiky gelled hair they see 
on their way out. 

In his first public comments, 
the younger candidate 
told The Associated Press 
that he can't help it if the 
other Ismael Garcia — or 
as he called his opponent, 
“the old Ismael" — feels 
threatened. “Everyone has 
a right to participate,” he 
said. “I can’t change my 
name.” While Venezuela’s 
political system turns on 
two poles — socialism and 
the opposition — it also 
supports more than 100 
smaller parties that rarely 
run their own candidates, 
and instead tend to nego¬ 
tiate agreements with one 
of the two campsO

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— An incurable disease 
has given Jose Gonzalez 
Ortiz the health of an old 
man at age 42, and the 
collapsing Puerto Rican 
health system only adds to 
his pain. 

He was refused the $300 
worth of monthly medica¬ 
tions he needs to treat the 
degenerative illness known 
as Lou Gehrig's disease that 
attacks the cells that con¬ 
trol his muscles. His health 
care plan won’t pay for 
the respiratory equipment 
that doctors say would 
ease his breathing. Unable 
to walk, he lurches about 
on a walker donated by 
his church because he was 
denied a wheelchair for his 
amyotrophic lateral sclero¬ 
sis, or ALS. 

“I’m so angry and frus¬ 
trated,” the former prison 
guard said at his home in 
the seaside town of Are¬ 
cibo. 

Despite the Christmas tree 
and lights his wife put up 
early to cheer up their 
home, this is a gloomy sea¬ 
son for Gonzalez and 2.37 


million of other Puerto Ri¬ 
cans who rely on a health 
system funded by Medic¬ 
aid and Medicare. 

The island is bracing for 
steep funding cuts to fed¬ 
eral health care plans that 
serve nearly 70 percent of 
the U.S. territory's 3.5 mil¬ 
lion people. Local officials 
have been talking with the 
federal government about 
the proposed funding loss, 
but believe they will be 


implemented nevertheless. 
The cuts will affect the en¬ 
tire U.S., but Puerto Rico 
is expected to feel them 
more acutely because 
the island already receives 
lower funding levels than 
the mainland, it has a pov¬ 
erty level higher than any 
U.S. state and it is already in 
the midst of an economic 
crisis and a nearly decade- 
long recession. 

“There’s a devastating 


crisis coming on," said Dr. 
Jose Carlo Izquierdo, a 
neurologist and dean of 
the University of Puerto Ri¬ 
co’s medical school. 
Funding for Puerto Rico’s 
Medicare Advantage 
program, serving about 
560,000 of the island’s more 
disadvantaged people, 
will be slashed by 11 per¬ 
cent in January, a move 
expected to lead to more 
expensive copays and the 
loss of some benefits. More 
cuts to Medicaid are an¬ 
ticipated over the next two 
years, affecting about 1.6 
million Puerto Ricans like 
Gonzalez who rely on the 
funds through Mi Salud, a 
local government health 
care plan. 

“Things are becoming 
worse and worse and 
worse, and we're not see¬ 
ing the light at the end of 
the tunnel," said his wife, 
Brenda Torres Lopez. 

Puerto Rico spends about 
$11 billion a year on health 
care, while the federal 
government provides 
nearly $6 billion through 
Medicare and Medicaid 
programs and is on track 
to cut at least half of that 


through 2017. 

Medical care experts say 
the cuts will pressure doc¬ 
tors and hospitals to pro¬ 
vide services for less mon¬ 
ey, and more physicians 
will likely leave Puerto Rico 
for better pay on the U.S. 
mainland. 

Meanwhile, few doctors 
with specialties would re¬ 
main on an island where 
about 45 percent live in 
poverty and the number 
of those 65 and older in¬ 
creased by 28 percent 
from 2000 to 2012. 

“It's a perfect storm,” said 
Dr. Antonio Puras Baez, a 
surgeon and chair of the 
urology department at the 
University of Puerto Rico. 
“Patients will be left without 
services.” 

Officials say Medicaid re¬ 
imbursements for Puerto 
Rico are already 70 per¬ 
cent lower than on the U.S. 
mainland, while Medicare 
reimbursements are 40 
percent lower. Medicaid 
provides health care for 
people of limited resourc¬ 
es, while Medicare serves 
people 65 and older and 
those younger with certain 
disabilities. □ 


Argentine presidential candidates blast each other in debate

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — Argentina’s two 
presidential candidates on 
Sunday claimed the other 
was lying and running from 
his record during a debate 
filled with barbs that were 
clearly aimed at appeal¬ 
ing to undecided voters 
a week before an historic 
runoff election. 

Ruling party candidate 
Daniel Scioli, the chosen 
successor of outgoing Pres¬ 
ident Cristina Fernandez, 
said the economic ideas 
of opposition candidate 
Mauricio Macri “were a 


danger for society” and 
would “bring Argentina to 
its knees." 

Scioli, the governor of the 
vast Buenos Aires province, 
argued that a devaluation 
of the Argentine peso was 
inevitable under Macri, as 
were cuts to popular so¬ 
cial welfare programs for 
the poor and subsidies for 
everything from gas bills to 
bus fares. 

“Who is going to pay for 
the huge devaluation?" 
said Scioli. 

Macri, the mayor of Buenos 
Aires who has run on free- 
market ideas, countered 
that the biggest problem 


facing the country was a 
government that “never 
stopped lying to people." 
Macri said that lowering 
poverty rates by revital¬ 
izing sagging sectors of 
the economy, such as the 
national railroad system, 
would be a central focus 
on his administration. 

“I don't think people are 
afraid” of changes, said 
Macri, speaking Scioli. “I 
think you all are the ones 
who are afraid because 
you have abused power.” 
The election comes at a 
time when Latin America’s 
third largest economy is 
stagnated. Many Argen¬ 


tines are frustrated by in¬ 
flation near 30 percent, 
restrictions on buying U.S. 
dollars and few job oppor¬ 
tunities. 

At the same time, Argen¬ 
tines have nightmarish 
memories of the country’s 
2001-2002 financial crisis, 
when Argentina defaulted 
on $100 billion in debt and 
millions were plunged into 
poverty. That recent his¬ 
tory makes any discussion 
of economic changes par¬ 
ticularly sensitive. 

In last month’s presiden¬ 
tial election, Scioli got 37 
percent of the vote com¬ 
pared to 34 percent for 


Macri. The tight finished 
means a runoff on Nov. 22. 
While Scioli got more votes 
in the first round, Marci has 
become the front-runner, 
according to polls in recent 
weeks that put him ahead 
by as many as 8 percent¬ 
age points. Macri finished 
much better than expect¬ 
ed, particularly in the prov¬ 
ince of Buenos Aires, which 
has 40 percent of Argen¬ 
tina's 41 million people. 
Four additional candidates 
who ran in the first round 
will not be on the runoff 
ballot, meaning nearly 30 
percent of the electorate 
is up for grabs.□

ORANJESTAD - The Execu¬ 
tive Secretary of the Eco¬

the citizens of France may 
receive our condolences 


and solidarity. 

Our thoughts accompany 
your nation and the families 
and friends of the 129 fatal 
victims of diverse nation¬ 


alities and the 350 people 
wounded by the criminal 
horror committed by these 
cowards. We wish for your 
prompt recovery and that 
the justice system quickly 


account for those responsi¬ 
ble for this murderous mad¬ 
ness. 

We feel the wound inflicted 
upon France as our own. 


This aggression hurts the 
essential foundations of 
our shared humanity. To¬ 
day, joined together, we 
all have been offended, 
but in light of this ferocious 
challenge, this blow of ter¬ 
ror, we also raise our voice 
together to say that they 
will not silence our basic 
principles.

TBILISI, Georgia (AP) —The 

story of my close call with 
doping in the Soviet Union 
began in 1967, when I 
was 17 and had just re¬ 
turned home from training 
camp, deeply disappoint¬ 
ed not to have made the 
national youth track team. 
I was the 100-meter and 
400-meter champion for 
runners 17 or younger in 
Georgia, which at the 
time was one of the 15 re¬ 
publics that made up the 
Soviet Union. 

Determined to make the 
national team, consisting 
of four runners at each dis¬ 
tance, I switched to a new 
trainer who had recently 
come to Georgia from 
Russia. 

My new trainer was fo¬ 


cused on my setting new 
Georgian records in the 
100 and 200 meters before 
I turned 18. I had slacked 
off in the 200 in the Geor¬ 
gian championships, fin¬ 
ishing second, but the 
shorter sprints were still my 
strength. 


Also in 1967, I was part of 
the Georgian team that 
took bronze in the 4x100 
relay in the first national 
youth games, held in Kiev. 
To set the Georgian record 
in the 100, I only needed 
to cut my time by one 
tenth of a second. But no 


matter what I did, nothing 
worked. The problem was 
that my start was too slow. 
My new trainer suggested 
I start taking anabolic ste¬ 
roids to put on the muscle 
mass I needed to get up 
to speed more quickly. I 
had all but agreed, es¬ 
pecially after he assured 
me that all famous ath¬ 
letes, particularly in track, 
took steroids. He told me I 
would be sure to make the 
national team, and prom¬ 
ised to provide imported 
drugs, which were of a 
better quality than those 
produced in the Soviet 
Union. 

Even though I was per¬ 
suaded, I decided to ask 
my mother, who was a 
well-known doctor. She 
was horrified! She cat¬ 
egorically forbade me to 
take steroids. At first she 


spoke to me in a harsh 
tone, but perhaps seeing 
the stubbornness in my 
eyes, she switched tactics 
and told me that taking 
anabolicsteroids could 
cause impotence. That 
did it for me. I refused to 
take the steroids and be¬ 
gan to train even harder. 
However, I soon began to 
notice that many of my 
competitors around the 
Soviet Union were seeing 
sharp improvements in 
their times. My trainer at¬ 
tributed this to doping. But 
my mother's authority was 
higher. 

I continued to run on the 
Georgian team, transi¬ 
tioning to the junior com¬ 
petitions for athletes 19 or 
younger, and I ran for a 
while even after entering 
Georgia State University in 
Tbilisi.Q

Andy Murray not afraid to play Davis Cup final in Belgium

LONDON (AP) — Andy 
Murray plays tennis for a 
living, and he doesn’t plan 
on being afraid of doing 
his job. 

Murray was asked about 
the Paris attacks on Mon¬ 
day, and whether he was 
scared to go to Belgium at 
the end of the month to 
play in the Davis Cup final. 
“I think everybody right 
now is concerned about 
things," said Murray, who 
beat David Ferrer 6-4, 6-4 
in his opening match at 
the season-ending ATP fi¬ 
nals. “But I do think the 
best thing that we can do 
is to live our normal lives, 
not change too much, 
because then the terrorists 
are the ones that are win¬ 
ning.” 

Among the sites targeted 
in Friday’s attacks was the 
Stade de France, where 
France’s national team 
was playing Germany in a 
soccer friendly. And many 
of fhe affackers have 
been linked fo Belgium, 


where fhe Davis Cup final 
will be played from Nov. 
27-29 in Genf. 

“We need fo go ouf there 
and do what we always 
do and try not to change 
too much. That’s all we 
can do," Murray said. “I 
don’t want to live my life in 
fear each fime I step on a 
tennis court. So that’s what 
I’ll do." 

Against Ferrer at the 02 
Arena in London, Murray 
was able to win with plenty 
of help from the Spaniard’s 
serve. The seventh-seeded 
Ferrer had eight double¬ 
faults and landed only 49 
percent of his first serves. 

“I serve bad @ the end of 
the first set and also in the 
second set," Ferrer said. 
“Anyway, in important mo¬ 
ments he was better than 
me. He played more ag¬ 
gressive than me.” 

Murray broke Ferrer to win 
the first set, getting his final 
point on the Spaniard’s 
second double-fault of 
the game. Although Ferrer 
broke to open the second 
set in the following game. 


Murray slowly fought back 
as Ferrer continued to 
struggle to get the ball in 
play. Murray ended up 
winning 19 of the 32 points 
off Ferrer’s second serve. 
Unfortunately for Mur¬ 
ray, the ATP finals is being 
played on an indoor hard 
court while the Davis Cup 
final will be played on in¬ 
door clay. 

Murray has been splitting 
his preparation time for the 
two tournaments on both 
surfaces, and it showed. 
“First couple of games my 
timing was a little bit off," 
Murray said. “But I got it 
back pretty quickly, which 
was pleasing.” 

Britain has not won the 
Davis Cup title since 1936, 
when Fred Perry was the 
team’s star player. Per¬ 
ry was also the last Brit¬ 
ish man to win the men’s 
title at Wimbledon that 
same year, until Murray 
came along. In the late 
match at the ATP finals, 
Rafael Nadal will take 
on French Open cham¬ 
pion Stan Wawrinka.Q

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Shortened race in Phoenix determines final 3 Chase spots

NASCAR's championship 
field was set Sunday at 
rain-soaked Phoenix Inter¬ 
national Raceway when 
the race was called 93 laps 
from the scheduled finish 
— denying Joey Logano 
and three others a chance 
to race their way into the 
finale. Dale Earnhardt Jr. 
won the race when NAS¬ 
CAR pulled the plug after 
a frustrating day of trying to 
get a pivotal Chase for the 
Sprint Cup championship 
elimination round complet¬ 
ed. Rain initially delayed 
the start almost seven hours 
and turned a day race 
into a showcase under the 
lights, and Earnhardt inher¬ 
ited the lead when Kevin 
Harvick made a routine pit 
stop. “That's the way this 
game is played. That’s the 
way this Chase is,” Logano 
said. “There's no doubt 
in my mind we're still the 
strongest team on the race 
track." 

Earnhardt was eliminated 
from the playoffs in the sec¬ 
ond round, though, so the 
victory had no 
championship implica¬ 
tions. Advancing into the 
season finale next Sunday 
were reigning series cham¬ 
pion Harvick, Kyle Busch 
and Martin Truex Jr. They 
joined Jeff Gordon, who 
had earned his spot in the 


final four two weeks ago 
with a win at Martinsville, in 
the winner-take-all show¬ 
down at Homestead-Miami 
Speedway. 

Eliminated Sunday were 
Logano and his team¬ 
mate Brad Keselowski, as 
well as Carl Edwards and 
Kurt Busch. All could have 
earned a spot in the finale 
with a victory at Phoenix, 
but the weather ruined 
their shot to race their way 
into the championship. 


“I don't think it matters 
what’s fair, it matters what 
entertains the fans and if 
the fans are happy fhen 
that's what it’s all about," 
said Keselowski. 

But the fans were likely leff 
unsatisfied after the anti- 
climactic ending. 

It was a bitter defeat for 
Team Penske, which nearly 
locked both drivers into the 
finale. Logano, the Day¬ 
tona 500 winner who swept 
all three races of the sec¬ 


ond round of the Chase, 
was headed to the win at 
Martinsville until he was 
intentionally wrecked by 
Matt Kenseth and Kesel¬ 
owski nearly won last week 
at Texas but was chased 
down in the closing laps by 
Jimmie Johnson. 

Logano finished a frustrat¬ 
ing third and was denied a 
chance to race Earnhardt 
and Harvick on a restart 
because of the rain. 

“You don't know if there’s 


another restart if we’re go¬ 
ing to win,” Logano said. 
“You just want a chance. 
It’s no one’s fault. It’s not 
NASCAR's fault. What are 
they supposed to do when 
it’s pouring out?” 

Also left wondering what 
might have been: Edwards, 
who missed advancing by 
just five points, and Kurt 
Busch, who had one of the 
strongest cars at Phoenix. 
Kurt Busch had to win the 
race to advance, and he 
might have had a shot had 
it gone to completion. 

He was penalized minutes 
into the race for jumping 
the start — he grabbed 
the lead from pole-sitter 
Johnson — but fell to last in 
the field when he made his 
pass-through on pit road. 
But he still climbed to sev¬ 
enth and might have been 
able to challenge team¬ 
mate Harvick for the win. 

“I don't even think it was 
a penalty," Kurt Busch said 
after the race ended. “It's 
not even a call in my mind.” 
Meanwhile, Earnhardt had 
no guilt in celebrating the 
win. He was eliminated from 
the Chase after the sec¬ 
ond round when a caution 
prevented him from racing 
Logano to the checkered 
flag at Talladega.

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — In¬ 
vestor Warren Buffett’s 
company sold some of its 
Goldman Sachs and Wal- 
Mart shares during the third 
quarter, and made several 
smaller changes to its stock 
portfolio. 

Berkshire Hathaway Inc. 
filed a report on its U.S. 
stocks Monday with the 


Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

Buffett told CNBC on Mon¬ 
day that the main reason 
he reduced Berkshire’s 
stakes in Wal-Mart Stores 
Inc. and Goldman Sachs 
Group Inc. was to gener¬ 
ate cash for his $32 billion 
acquisition of Precision 
Castparts Corp. that's ex¬ 
pected to close next year. 
Buffett did not immediately 


respond to questions from 
the AP Monday about the 
moves made by his Oma¬ 
ha, Nebraska-based con¬ 
glomerate. 

Berkshire sold 13 percent 
of its 12.6 million Goldman 
shares and unloaded 7 
percent of its 60.4 million 
Wal-Mart shares between 
the end of June and the 
end of September. Buffett 
told CNBC that he still likes 


both those companies. 
Many investors like to copy 
Buffett's moves because of 
his remarkably successful 
record, so these quarterly 
filings are watched closely. 
These combined filings in¬ 
clude investments made 
by two other executives at 
the company, so it's not al¬ 
ways clear whether Buffett 
made the decisions. Buf¬ 
fett has said previously that 


investments smaller than 
$300 million are likely to be 
the work of other Berkshire 
managers. 

But Berkshire’s purchase 
of nearly 1.5 million more 
shares of IBM stock was 
almost certainly Buffett’s. 
He has said before that he 
was responsible for buy¬ 
ing what is now 81 million 
shares of International Busi- 
nessMachines Corp.Q

U.S. stocks mounted a 
broad rally on Monday, 
snapping a three-day 
losing streak as investors 
moved past concerns that 
the terrorist attacks in Paris 
could spell big trouble for 
the global economy. 

Oil and gas stocks were 
among the biggest gainers 
as the price of crude rose. 
Traders also bid up shares 
in defense contractors, 
while travel-related stocks 
slumped. 

The gains followed a mixed 
day in European markets, 
which shook off an early 
loss and ended mixed. 
Friday’s attacks in Paris, 
which killed 129 people, 
are not likely to negative¬ 
ly affect the economies 
of the U.S. or Europe, said 
Scott Wren, senior global 
equity strategist for Wells 
Fargo Investment Institute. 
“It all comes down to, are 
consumers going to be 
staying at home and not 
out spending money be¬ 
cause they’re afraid that if 
they go anywhere they’re 


going to be victims of a 
terrorist attack,” Wren said. 
“That might be the case if 
you saw a series of these 
things, but hopefully that's 
not what's going to hap¬ 
pen and the economy is 
not going to be affected.” 
All told, the Dow Jones 
industrial average rose 
237.77 points, or 1.4 per¬ 
cent, to 17,483.01. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 in¬ 
dex gained 30.15 points, 
or 1.5 percent, to 2,053.19. 
The Nasdaq composite 
added 56.73 points, or 1.2 
percent, to 4,984.62. 
Monday’s rally helped lift 
the market following its 
biggest weekly loss since 
August. 

The market action got off 
to a somber start as the 
New York Stock Exchange 
paused to observe a mo¬ 
ment of silence shortly 
before the start of regular 
trading. 

The major market indexes 
started lower but rebound¬ 
ed within the first 10 min¬ 
utes as investors piled into 
consumer staples stocks, 
a category that includes 


Coca-Cola and household 
products maker Procter & 
Gamble. Stocks wavered 
for a while, but began to 
climb steadily by midday 
as crude oil prices perked 
up, pushing up energy 
stocks. 

The energy sector in the 


S&P 500 surged 3.3 per¬ 
cent, far more than the rest 
of the market. 

Natural gas and coal 
producer Consol Energy 
added 56 cents, or 7.6 
percent, to $7.96. Cabot 
Oil & Gas gained $1.82, 
or 8.8 percent, to $22.56, 


while Range Resources 
rose $2.90, or 9.1 percent, 
to $34.62.

Media General rejects Nexstar bid, but willing to talk 


RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — 

The television company 
Media General rejected 
a $1.9 billion buyout offer 
from Nexstar Broadcasting 
on Monday, but said that 
it’s still willing to talk. 

The Nextar bid comes in 
the wake of a $2.4 billion 
bid from Media General 
Inc. for Meredith Corp., 
which owns television sta¬ 
tions and publishes about 
20 magazines. Media Gen¬ 
eral said in September 
that a deal with Meredith 


would create a company 
with almost 90 television 
stations in 54 markets and 
magazines including Better 
Homes and Gardens and 
Martha Stewart Living. 
Some see the bid from 
Nexstar, which owns, oper¬ 
ates, programs or provides 
services to more than 100 
television stations in 58 mar¬ 
kets, as an attempt to drive 
a wedge between Mer¬ 
edith and Media General. 
Its offer for Media General, 
based in Richmond, Vir¬ 


ginia, was valued at $4.1 
billion, including debt. Nex¬ 
star has said that a tie-up 
with Media General would 
reach 39 percent of U.S. TV 
households and create the 
second-largest owner of 
major network affiliates. 
Activist investor Starboard 
Value LP has been urg¬ 
ing Media General to ne¬ 
gotiate with Nexstar and 
drop its pursuit of Meredith. 
Starboard has said that 
buying Meredith isn’t the 
right move for Media Gen¬ 


eral because it would put 
the company back into 
the print business. Media 
General sold its newspa¬ 
per businesses in 2012 so 
it could better focus on its 
money-making television 
stations. 

However, Media General 
said Monday that it be¬ 
lieves Nexstar's current of¬ 
fer significantly underval¬ 
ues the company and its 
prospects. Still, it plans to 
engage in private negotia¬ 
tions with Nexstar. 


Nexstar Chairman and 
CEO Perry Sook said in 
a written statement that 
the company is “eager to 
move forward” with talks 
with Media General. 

Media General's board 
continues to support the 
proposed Meredith deal. 
For its part, Meredith said 
it remains confident that a 
deal with Media General 
would generate superior 
benefits for shareholders 
compared with any Nex¬

Marriott's Courtyard, Ritz- 
Carlton and Fairfield Inn. 
The transaction is expect¬ 
ed to close in the middle of 
2016.

The 
Stamford, Connecticut, 
company has struggled to 
grow as fast as its rivals, par¬ 
ticularly in "limited service 
hotels,” smaller properties 
which don’t have restau¬ 
rants or banquet halls. They 
are often located on the 
side of the highway, near 
airports or in suburban of¬ 
fice parks. 

There was speculation in 
the markets about a po¬ 
tential deal with Holiday 
Inn owner Intercontinental 
Hotels Group and more re¬ 
cently Hyatt Hotels Corp. 
But in the end, it was Mar¬ 
riott who prevailed.

The 
prior record, adjusted for 
inflation, was $119.70 in 
2008. 

Marriott, based in Bethes- 
da, Maryland, has been 
aggressively growing. In 
April, it acquired Canadi¬ 
an chain Delta Hotels and 
Resorts, helping it become 
the largest hotel company 
in Canada. 

The boards of both compa¬ 
nies approved the acquisi¬ 
tion unanimously, which 
now must be approved 
by investors in both hotel 
chains. 

Marriott’s Sorenson will be 
president and CEO of the 
combined company and 
the headquarters will be in 
Bethesda. Marriott's board 
of directors following the 
closing will increase from 
11 to 14 members, with 
the expected addition of 
three members Stan/vood’s 
board. 

Marriott said it expects to 
deliver at least $200 mil¬ 
lion in annual savings in the 
second full year after clos¬ 
ing. 

Last month, Starwood an¬ 
nounced the sale of its 
timeshare unit to Inter¬ 
val Leisure Group, with its 
shareholders retaining a 
55-percent stake in the 
company.

Liberty Global to buy Cable & Wireless for $5.3B in stock 


DENVER (AP) — Interna¬ 
tional cable TV company 
Liberty Global says it is ac¬ 
quiring Cable & Wireless 
Communications, a Lon- 
don-based telecommuni¬ 
cations company with op¬ 
erations in the Caribbean, 
for stock and a special divi¬ 
dend worth $5.3 billion. 
Liberty Global PLC, which 
is controlled by billionaire 
John Malone, said it would 
fold Cable & Wireless into its 
LiLAC business unit, which 


it spun off with a tracking 
stock in July. Combined, 
the entities will have 10 mil¬ 
lion subscribers of video, 
broadband Internet ac¬ 
cess, and fixed and mobile 
phone service. 

Liberty’s offer amounts to 
78.04 pence ($1.23) per 
share plus a dividend of 3 
pence per share. The total 
is 11 percent above the 
average price of Cable & 
Wireless stock last week, 
and 40 percent above its 


closing price on Oct. 21, 
the day before Cable & 
Wireless announced it was 
in talks to be acquired by 
Liberty. 

Liberty Global CEO Mike 
Fries said the acquisition 
will add scale and man¬ 
agement depth to its oper¬ 
ations in Latin America and 
the Caribbean. The com¬ 
bination is also estimated 
to create cost savings in 
excess of the $125 million 
per year that is targeted 


to be saved due to Cable 
& Wireless's acquisition of 
Columbus International 
earlier this month. 

Shares of Liberty Global's 
non-voting Class C shares 
were down 97 cents, or 2.2 
percent, at $42.61 in after¬ 
noon trading. 

The deal needs to be ap¬ 
proved by shareholders 
of both companies. It is 
expected to close in the 
quarter ending in June

On Monday, Belgian police 
in balaclavas, gas masks 
and body armor raided 
Abdeslam’s suspected 
hideout in the Molenbeek 
district of Brussels but came 
out empty-handed. 
Abdeslam’s brother, Bra- 
him, was among the suicide 
bombers and killed one ci¬ 
vilian after blowing himself 
up outside a restaurant. 
Police in Molenbeek ar¬ 
rested another brother, Mo- 
hamed, but freed him Mon¬ 
day without charge. 

After he left police custo¬ 
dy, Mohamed Abdeslam 
told reporters that his family 
couldn’t believe that both 
of his brothers were jihad- 
ists. He said all three siblings 
grew up in Belgium and 
seemingly were content 
with life in the West. 

“I have not been involved 
in any way with what hap¬ 
pened on Friday the 13th 
in Paris. We are an open- 
minded family. We never 
had any problem with jus¬ 
tice,” he said. 

He said he didn’t know 
where his brother Salah was 
or whether he would sur¬ 
render to police, and ex¬ 
pressed familial loyalty to 
him despite his shock over 
the mass killings. “You have 
to understand that we have 
a family, we have a mom, 
and he remains her child,” 
he said. 

Determined to root out ji- 
hadists within French com¬ 
munities, Hollande said 
he would present a bill 
Wednesday seeking to ex¬ 
tend a state of emergency 
— granting the police and 
military greater powers of 
search and arrest, and lo¬ 
cal governments the right 
to ban demonstrations and 
impose curfews — for an¬ 
other three months. 

He also pledged to hire 
5,000 more police within the 
next two years, to freeze 
cuts in military personnel 
through 2019, and to intro¬ 
duce other bills that would 
stiffen jail terms for arms traf¬ 
ficking and make it easier to 
deport suspected terrorists. 
Hollande said he hoped to 
meet soon with U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama and 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin, who on Monday were 
attending the G-20 sum¬ 
mit of nations in Antalya, 
Turkey.Q

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Vast forest fires in Indonesia spawn ecological disaster

KAMPAR, Indonesia (AP) — 

For farmer Achmad Rusli, 
it was a season of smoke: 
Ten weeks without sun¬ 
light for his oranges, gua¬ 
vas and durians, thanks to 
deliberately set forest fires 
that burned a chunk of 
Indonesia the size of New 
Jersey. 

The fires have finally died 
down with the arrival of 
monsoon rains, but too late 
for his crops, which are far 
too measly to sell. 

“We had not seen the 
sun in a two-and-a-half 
months,” said Rusli, 34, 
from Riau province, in east¬ 
ern Sumatra, among the 
six hardest-hit provinces. 
“How can we harvest the 
fruit?” 

The ecological disaster 
has inflicted a staggering 
toll on the region’s envi¬ 
ronment, economy and 
human health: 2.1 million 
hectares (8,063 square 
miles) of forests and other 
land burned, 21 deaths, 
more than half a million 
people sickened with re¬ 
spiratory problems and $9 
billion in economic losses, 
from damaged crops to 
hundreds of cancelled 
flights. 

Palm oil and paper pulp 
companies illegally set 
fire to forests to clear land 
to plant more trees in the 
cheapest and fastest way 
possible. Authorities are in¬ 
vestigating more than 300 
plantation companies and 
83 suspects have been ar¬ 
rested, according to na¬ 
tional police chief Gen. 
Badrodin Haiti. The licenses 
of three plantation com¬ 
panies have been revoked 
and those of 11 others 
have been suspended. 

The fires have been an 
annual problem since the 
mid-1990s, but this was 


the worst year since 1997, 
when blazes spread across 
nearly 10 million hectares. 
Greed is the cause. Herry 
Purnomo, a scientist at 
Center for International 
Forestry Research, said 
it costs just $7 to clear a 
hectare of land by burn¬ 
ing, compared to $150 to 
do so with tractors. Indo¬ 
nesian law bans clearing 
land by burning, except 
by small-scale farmers who 
are allowed up to 2 hect¬ 
ares. 

All told, nearly 50,000 fires 
were detected since July, 
according to satellite data, 
with most on the islands of 
Sumatra and Borneo. An 
absence of rain from the 
El Nino effect made them 
worse. 

The thick haze forced 
schools to close in neigh¬ 
boring Singapore and Ma¬ 
laysia, and for the first time 
it reached communities in 
southern Thailand, where 
the air pollution index rose 
to record levels of un¬ 
healthiness. 

Indonesia’s neighbors 
have grown increasingly 
critical, though many of 
the palm-oil companies 
operating in the country 
are Singaporean- and Ma¬ 
laysian-owned. And Indo¬ 
nesians endured the worst 
of the effects. 

Syarif, a 46-year-old who 
like many Indonesians uses 
a single name, failed to 
harvest any of his chili pep¬ 
pers and tomatoes, which 
withered and shriveled on 
the vine. 

“I lost everything... drought 
and smog has ruined our 
vegetables,” Syarif said. “I 
have to start again from 
scratch.” 

Visibility fell below 50 me¬ 
ters (yards) in some areas, 
forcing 13 airports around 
the country to close. 

Drone footage taken over 
smoldering forests showed 


the charred remains of 
trees poking through bil¬ 
lowing smoke and haze 
that extended as far as the 
eye could see. Gray and 
white patches of ash cov¬ 
ered the forest floor. 


The haze, resembling a 
wintry fog, is laced with tiny 
particles of ash that are 
particularly harmful to the 
elderly, children and those 
with chronic heart and 
lung conditions. It can lead 
to respiratory tract infec¬ 
tions and pneumonia. 

In the six most affected 
provinces, home to more 
than 26 million people, hos¬ 
pitals were overwhelmed 
with 556,945 cases of peo¬ 
ple with smoke-related 
respiratory tract issues be¬ 
tween July and the end 
of October — nearly three 
times the normal rate, ac¬ 
cording to the health min¬ 
istry. 

In late October, the Pollu¬ 
tion Standards Index hit a 
record high of 3,300 in Cen¬ 
tral Kalimantan province 
in Borneo, the giant island 
Indonesia shares with Ma¬ 


laysia and Brunei. Anything 
above 300 is deemed haz¬ 
ardous. 

Rosita Rossie, a coordinator 
at Riau's provincial health 
office, said that when pol¬ 
lution index rose above 


300, many clinics and hos¬ 
pitals in the province of 6 
million provided 24-hour 
service, with some sending 
health workers into remote 
areas to meet needs there. 
The National Disaster Miti¬ 
gation Agency recorded 
21 fire-related fatalities, in¬ 
cluding burns, pneumonia, 
asthma and meningitis ag¬ 
gravated by upper respira¬ 
tory tract infections. 

Nearly 20,000 schools had 
to close in the worst-hit 
provinces, affecting about 
2.4 million students. 

The fires also likely killed 
many endangered or 
threatened species, in¬ 
cluding orangutans and 
Sumatran rhinos, said Rosi- 
chon Ubaidilla, an animal 
taxonomy expert who 
heads the Zoology Cen¬ 
ter for Biological Research 
at the Indonesia Institute 


of Science. 

Researchers and local 
residents are scrambling 
to protect the estimated 
50,000 wild orangutans 
that live only on Borneo 
and Sumatra. The apes 


must cope with not only 
the destruction of their 
habitat but also respiratory 
problems, said Raffles B. 
Panjaitan, the Forestry Min¬ 
istry's director of forest fire 
control. The fires have also 
sent enormous amounts of 
greenhouse-gas emissions 
into the air. Much of the 
forests lost were peatland, 
which stores a particularly 
large amount of carbon. 
Research by the Center 
for International Forestry 
Research, or CIFOR, found 
that in 2012, forest fires in 
Riau province alone re¬ 
leased between 1.5 billion 
and 2 billion tons of car¬ 
bon emissions in just one 
week — up to 10 percent 
of Indonesia’s total annual 
emissions, said Sofyan Kur- 
nianto, a scientist with the 
group and the lead author 
of the studyO

Viral review triggers run on 
Patti LaBelle pies at Wal-Mart

Two million pounds of 
sweet potatoes. That’s 
what it’s going to take to 
get Patti LaBelle's sudden¬ 
ly famous sweet potato pie 
back onto shelves at Wal- 
Mart. 

Which means the pie that 
became a viral sensation 
during the weekend — sell¬ 
ing roughly one every sec¬ 
ond — after a customer 
sang its praise in a YouTube 
video may not be back in 
time to grace your Thanks¬ 
giving table. Not that Wal- 
Mart isn’t trying. “There’s 
a lot of moving parts. The 
suppliers have been work¬ 
ing all weekend,” Kerry 
Robinson, vice president 
for bakery and deli at Wal- 
Mart, said Monday. 

“We need something like 
2 million pounds of sweet 
potatoes, and that’s not 
something easy to get,” 
she said. 

The sweet potato surge 
started Thursday, the day 
after James Wright posted 
a video of himself eating a 
slice of the pie, which Wal- 
Mart launched in Septem¬ 
ber. In the video — now 
viewed millions of times — 
Wright bursts into LaBelle 
song and dance as he 
eats. Within 24 hours, social 
media was buzzing about 
Wright and the pie, and 
Wal-Mart stock was run-

ning low. 

“We swept everything we 
had right into the stores 
to supply the demand, in¬ 
cluding our Christmas vol¬ 
ume, so they have every¬ 
thing we’ve got," Robinson 
said.

But this year a revamped

Sara Bareilles, seeking ‘a change,’ 
reconnects with theater

NEW YORK (AP) — She’s 
got a new album out with 
brand-new music, but Sara 
Bareilles has pulled it all 
from her past. 

The singer-songwriter of 
such hits as “Brave” and 
“Love Song” has changed 
gears entirely to write 
eclectic music for the 
Broadway-bound stage 
musical “Waitress.” 

“This is the oldest part of 
me. This is the part that 
got suppressed as I was a 
young singer-songwriter in 
LA and just barely getting a 
foothold," she said. 

Bareilles adored musical 
theater growing up but 
had to shelve her more 
quirky songwriting instincts 
to become palatable to a 
mainstream audience. 
“When you’re trying to 
make a first impression, 
sometimes it’s nice to sim¬ 
plify and to just help your 
audience distill your ex¬ 
pression so they can under¬ 
stand it," she said. “Now, 
it's like the gloves are off.” 
The new album — her fourth 
studio CD, which debuted 
at No. 10 on Billboard 200 
albums chart this week — is 
just part of a creative pe¬ 
riod for Bareilles, who also 
has her first book out and 
is preparing to dive back 


into her new songs to ready 
them fora spring Broadway 
debut. 

After 14 years in Los Ange¬ 
les, she moved to New York 
three years ago following a 
“mini-hiatus” here, finding 
inspiration in a nonstop, ex¬ 
citing city. 

“I had a very comfortable 
life — wonderful friends, 
cute little house near the 
beach. And I just felt kind of 
uninspired. So, it was time 
for a change,” she said. 
One of those changes 
came in the form of Tony 
Award-director Diane Pau- 
lus, who was creating a 
musical from the 2007 film 
“Waitress" about a waitress 
and pie maker trapped in 
a small-town diner and a 
loveless marriage. 

“When I was thinking of cre¬ 
ating a musical version of 
this movie, I just had this gut 
instinct that we needed a 
composer who would cap¬ 
ture the indie film quality of 
the original movie. That led 
me to Sara,” said Paulus. 
“Lucky for all of us in the 
theater world, she actually 
wanted to write a musical.” 
That’s because Bareilles 
did community theater 
and grew up on the cast 
albums of “The Sound of 
Music,” ’’Annie,” "The Se¬ 
cret Garden” and “A Cho¬ 
rus Line.” (“Those are my 


desert island records," she 
said.) 

Paulus asked her to see 
the film and write a song 
inspired by it. “It’s an odd 
movie. 

It’s a quiet movie. It's an 
intimate movie,” said the 
singer. “I didn’t think I knew 
that I was going to connect 
so deeply with the lead 
character but I really did. 
I found her to be fascinat¬ 
ing.” 

A few days later, an MP3 
landed in Paulus’ inboxwith 
the song “She Used to Be 
Mine,” an achingly beauti¬ 
ful ballad that has become 
the show's cornerstone 
and became the first song 
from a new pre-Broadway 
musical to enter the Adult 
Contemporary Top 40 since 
1985. 

“She’s a natural at writing 
music for the theater,” said 
Paulus. “She just gets it. She 
gets storytelling, she gets 
narrative, she gets charac¬ 
ter. So that’s been a joy.” 
The story of how Bareilles 
wrote “She Used to Be 
Mine” also became the last 
essay in her book, “Sounds 
Like Me: My Life (So Far) in 
Song,” in which the Gram- 
my-nominated singer re¬ 
veals stories behind eight 
of her songs. 

“It’s not a very long book. 
It’s not a dense read. □
